First Day in 
Maragon Case 


Washington, April 25 — (#)— The 


defense in the John Maragon per- 
jury trial had its first full day in 
court today. 


There was some chance it might 


take only a day or two instead of 
a week to answer the government's 
charges that Maragon lied to sen- 
ate investigators last year 
about 


money matters and business rela- 
tions with government agencies 


Maragon is the one-time 
immi- 


grant bootblack who in later years 
found a friend in presidential 'mill, 
tary aide Harry 
Vaughan. 
De- 


fense lawyer, Irvin Goldstein, told 
reporters: 


"H we conclude the government 
nasnt made out a case, we may 
rest in five minutes." 


He said he didn't know for sure 


whether he would ask Maragon or 
Maj. Gen. Vaughan to take the wit- 
ness stand. He said he also was 
undecided whether to call Senator 
McCarthy (R-Wis). 


McCarthy is a member of the 


senate five percenter investigating 
committee to which the 
govern- 


ment says Maragon lied. F i v e 
percenters represent o t h e r s in 
business matters whith the federal 
government for a fee, often 
five 


per cent. M c C a rr t hy says he 
doesn't know why Goldstein would 
want him as a witness. 


Goldstein put up a long

ment that

quitted. He said there w a s n ' t 
enough evidence of perjury
